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PRESIDENT ACCOMPANIES 
HER TO SMW FRANCISCO 


Elis Wife’s Condition May Cause the 
‘President To Change Itinerary 
of the Trip—Physicians 
Say Condition Is Not 
Serious. 


San Francisco, May 12.—The sudden ill- 
ness of Mrs. McKinley has caused an un- 
expected. change -in the itinearary of 
President McKinley. He arrived in this 
city thie afternoon several hours uhead of 
the time scheduled. The state of Mrs. 
McKinley's health was such this morn- 
ing that the president decided to leave 
Delmonte and bring his wife ‘to this city 
immediately to the home of Henry T. 
Scott, where she could have complete rest 
‘for a few days, and where a specialist 
could be consulted, if necessary. 

A special of two cars and a locomotive 
‘was made up from the president's spe- 
celal, and at 12°80 o'clock the president, 
Mrs. McKinley, Miss Barber, the presi- 
dent’s niece. Secretary Cortelyou and 
wife, Dr. Rixey and H. T. Scott and 
wife left *Delmonte for San Francisco, 
leaving the remainder of the presidential 
party at Delmonte. 3 ; 

Only a few hundred people greeted the 
president upon his arrival fn this city. His 
toming was not generally known, and only 
_ithose who chanced to see the bulletins 
posted by the newspapers announcing 
that the president would reach the city 
at 4p. m., awaited his train. 
ident, in arder to avoid the crowd that 
was expected to assemble at the Southern 
Pacific depot at Third and Townsend 
streets, left the train with his party at 
Valencia street. a station in the soquth-

When the train. consisting of a baggage 
tear and the president’s sperfal coach, 


stepped eat Valencia street, Mrs. McKin-. 


ley was carried in a steamer thair by two 
colored norters from the private car to 
a’ elo@:d carriage in waiting. She was 
heavily veiled, and the president and Dr. 
Rixey followed close behind. Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley was gently placed in the carriage 
and the president and Dr. Rixey took 
seats in the same vehicle. The president 
was quite pale and looked anxious. The 
rest of the party followed in carriages. 
Mr. and Mrs. Scott had arrived at their 
residence ahead of the president and 
were waiting to receive their guests. Mrs. 
McKinley was again difted out of the car- 
riage and placed in an invalid’s chair and 
carried into the house. 

Secretary Cortelyou said there was 
nothing alarming in Mrs. McKinley’s 
present indisposition, and perfect quiet 
and rest for 2 few days would restore her 
to her usual health. It was the impres- 
gion, however, of those who saw Mrs. 
McKinley, that. she is very ill, and that 
her present sit may result in an entire 
change of the president's programme. 

Should his wife’s health improve, the 
president will carry out his intention to 
attend the -celebration at San Jose to- 
morrow. - If, however, her condition to- 
morrow is no better than today, the 
Ypresident will not leave her, but will al- 
low the cabinet officers and otters of 
his party to represent him at San Jose. 

At 6 o'clock this evening Dr. Rixey 
made the following statement: 

“Mrs. McKinley stood the trip from 
Delmonte much better than I expected. 
Her condition is not serious. She wil! 
stay Here at least a week, and have perm 
fect rest. I think by that time she will 
be able. to cohtinue the journey. She has 
beén gaining strength all the afterngqon.”’

CAR DASHES DOWN A HILL 


Over One Hundred Persons Were on 
the Wild Trolley.

Motorman Lost Control of Car 
Passengers Piled Up. 


New York, May 12.—An open trolley car, 
on which were packed about 115 persons. 
got away from the motorman today near 
Fort Lee, N. J., and dashed down Leonia 
hill. Every person on the car was briised, 
three were seriously hurt and only cne of 
them is likely to die. Frank Sunstruck, 
the c6nductor,.it is feared, may lose his 
life on account of possible internal in- 
juries ‘and J. E. Robinson and his wife, 
of this city, are the two'others who were 
serously hurt, of 

The heavily loaded car had started down 
an incline a quarter of a mile in length 
when the motorman lost control. It was 
going so fast that no one dared to jump 
off. The road is a winding cne. At the 
foot of the} hill it curves sharply. When 
the front trucks hit. the curve they start- 
ed around and made'it. Tie rear. ores 
followed part of the way. The wrench 
pon the car, showever, as it swung 
about was so great that the body was lift- 
ed and torn from the trucks and rolled 
over and hit the ground. The passen- 
gers were caught in and under the car and 
were piled in a heap.

New York, Mav 12.—The Times will say 
tomorrow that John J. Mitchell and C.

Street Cars Now Running and Elec-. 
tric Lights Will Be Turned on 
This Week—Military Still 
in Possession of the 
City. 


Jacksonville. Fla.. May 12.—Thé situa- 
tion in the city today remains unchanged 
and the work of the relief association 
is still a stupendous one, particularly 
in the commissary department and tk® 
labor department. There\ is abundant 
work for everybody who can do manual 
labor, and difficulty is being expertenced 
in getting the colored men to work. 

The commissary department and the la- 
bor department are working together to 
change this order of things, and the man 
who will not work will tomorrow find 
himself cut off from rations. 

Chairman Parrott. of the commissary 
department. today completed his system 
and commencing at noon tomorrow the 
distribution of supplies will only be made 
to those who can furnish indentification 
as to their actual needs of assistance, 
and all such persons must apply in per- 
son to the officiai in charge of the sub- 
commissaries. 

Each applicant who will receive rations 
will also receiveia ticket and be checked 
on a list. and there will be no dupli- 
cating, only those holding these cards 
will be assisted. A general list of the 
supplies will be served according to army 


| regulations for families, and according 


to the number of the family. The work 
of the commissary department has been a 
stupendous one. and it is now thought 
a thorough system has been inaugurated. 

The military are still in possession of the 
city and will remain here so long as the 
committee of the association thinks best. 
This is the notice given the committee 
by. Governor Jennings today. The liquor 
men have approved the action of the gov- 
ernor in closing the barrooms and in 
meeting indorsed it by resolution. 

No more dead bodies have been found 
in the ruins and the work of cleaning up 
the streets fis progressing rapidly. ae 

Street cars will be running to all parts: 
of. the city tomorrow, with the excep- 
tion of the main street, and this line will 
ibe ready to operate on jVednesday. The 
electric light plants are both in opera- 
tioh. and the main streets of the city 
will a'l be Nghted again in the next three 
or four days. 

There has been no disturbance of any 
kind. the people having behaved in an 
admirable manner.’ Only. six cases of 
drunkenness have been reported since 
the day of the fire.

‘It.in Four Years, 


New York, May 12.—-The World will say 
‘tomorrow: 

“William J. Amend; counsel for the 
North River Bridge Company. and one of 
Its directors, ‘yesterday made the definite 
announcemént that the - Pennsylvania 
railroad is back of the company’s scheme 
to bufid a bridge from Hoboken to Man- 
hattan. He said that contracts. were now 
being negotiated between the bridge com- 
pany and the various railroad companies 
whose traffic -will be accommodated by 
the bridge. P 

***‘As soon as these could be executed,’ 
he said, ‘work on the structure would be 
commenced. It is estimated that the 
bridge can be completed within four 
years.’ : 

“The bridge is to be only for the trans- 
portation of passengers, and the plan ins 
volves the erection of ah enormous ter- 
minal, bounded by Sixth and Seventh 
avenues, Twenty-fourth and Twenty- 
eighth streets. 

“The bridge‘ will be the largest in the. 
world. There will be sixteen tracks for 
railroad trains. and the strength’ of the 
structure will be such that they can be 
run at fuH speed. Above them will be 
trolley tracks. driveways, bicycle paths 
and footways. 

‘The estimated cost of the bridge, with 
its approaches and the passenger termi- 
nal ig $80,000,000.’’ 


ACCIDENT TO PLEASURE PARTY 


Trolley Car Strikes Wagon in Which 
Were Twenty-Six Persons. 

New York, May W2.—Of. twenty-six 
young people who Started from College 
Point. L. I. last night on what ts locally 
known as a “‘starlight’’ ride, two were 
carried home this morning dead, five are 
in the hospital, four were allowed to leave 
the hospital after having their wounds 
dressed. and every one of the remainder 
were more or less bruised. A _ collision 
with a trolley car caused the accident. 
The dead are Michae! Schneir and Joseph | 
Pickle. 

The merry makers, were on their way 
to a hotel ten miles away where they 
were to have a dance. They were ail 
in one wagon, the bottom of which had 


been filled with straw. It was almost 
midnight when they reached Distler's 
hotel on the edge of Jamaica. When in 
front cf the house the driver of the 
wagon tried to cross the tracks of a 
trolley line in front of an approaching 
car, but the car struck the rear end of 
the wagon. The vehicle was demolished. 
Pickle was hurled into the air and fell 
thirty feet away. his head striking a fire 
hydrant. Schneir was also thrown into 
the air and tanded head first on. the 
rracadam pavement. Both died in a short 
time.

The car itself was’ badly wrecked, but 
none of the twenty-five passengers were 
injured. 

The motorman was arrested, though 
claiming to be without blame in thé mat- 
ter.

New York, May 12.—King Edward VII, 
through the marquis of Lansdowne, sec- 
retary for foreign affairs, has sent his 
thanks to the: British community in New 
York for the message of sympathy sent 
to him by them on. the death of Queen 

ictoria. Sir Percy Sanderson, British 
consul general here, today made official 
announcement of the fact, as follows: 

“British Consulate General, New York, 
May 9, 1#1—Gentlemen: In obedience to 
the king’s commands, signified. to me by 
the marquis of Lansdowne, I have the 
honor to convéy to tne British commu- 
nity in New York his majesty’s sincere 
thanks for the highly appreciated mes- 
sage of sympathy and good will contained 
in the address of the community on the 
occasion of the great loss which has been. 
sustained by the king, his royal house and 
his subjects throughout the world by the 
lamented death of her majesty, Queen 
Victoria, empress of India. 

“His majesty has noticed with much in- 
terest and apprectation: that eéx-British 
subjects, now naturalized American citi- 
zens, were by their desire included in the 
address from the British community in 
New York. I have the honor to be, gen- 
tlemen, your most obedient and humble

Indianapolis, Ind., May 12.—William 
Phelps, of Richmond, Ky.. and James 
Stansbury, of this city, both negroes, 
were cleaning the inside of an eight-foot 
upright boiler at the cerealline mills this 
afternoon when an employee turned on 
the steam, thinking the cock was tight. 
It leaked and the scalding steam poured 
in on the two men. The only exit was up 
a ladder. Phelps reached it first, took 
one step and stopped. He jumped aside 
and shouted: ‘You go first, Jim; you are 
married:”’ 

Stansbury sprang up the ladder and es- 
capéed with slight burns about the face 
and legs. Though Phelps followed at his 
heels, his act of heroism cost him his 
life. “Both men were being cooked when 
Phelps jumped aside. By the time he had 
followed Stansbury up the ladder the flesh 
was dropping from his limbs. He was 
cooked alive:.and with supreme effort 
dragged his scalded body from the man 
hole. He lived for two hours in terrible 
‘agony, but did not let a groan escape 
him. “It was Jim’s right to go first,’’ 
said he quietly; ‘“‘he is married.’”’

HAS NO POSTOFFICE THERE 


United States | Uses ‘Offices of Other 


Powers in Turkey. 

Washinetcn, May 12.—Mr. Leischman., 
our minister at Constantinople, up to this 
time has not communicated with the state 
department respecting the trouble at the 
Turkish capital over the efforts of the 
pcerte to suppress the fcreign postoffices. 
Inquiry here discloses the fact that the 
United States government is one of a few 
of the great pcwers which does not main- 
tain an absolutely independent postal 
service between Constantinople and the 
cutside world. The others have a system 
of closed mail pouches, by which the 
mails are not permitted to pass through 
Turkish hands while in transit between 
the border and the embassies at Constan- 
tinople. The British government has 2 
fine postoffice building not far from its 
embassy, and Austria and France also 
have suitable postal establishments in 
‘Constantinople. These were established 
originally not so much from lack of confi- 
dence in the integrity of the Turks as 
from the very inferior character of the 
lurkish postal service some years ago 
It is possible, for any foreign citizen resi- 
dent in Constantinople to receive his mails 
directly upcen applicetion to the postoffic2 
at his embassy. The privilege is not lim- 
ited to embassy attaches or official mat}, 
and this fact long@w has been a matter of 
discontent, for the Turks, wh2, having 
scught to improve their own postal ser- 
viee by placing it under the direction of 
German experts, feel that they have a 
right to get rid of these foreign offices, 
which they claim facilitate smuggling. 

The United States government, not hav- 
ing a posioffice of its own, always has 
made use of the facilities of the French, 
Austrian and British postal establish- 
inents in Constantinople.

LUMBER MILLS AND’ A 
DREDGE BOAT BURNED 


Property Loss Estimated at $800,.- 
000—Western Union Company 
Loses $600,000 by De- 
struction of Cedar 
Poles. 


Detroit, Mich., May 12.—Fanned by @ 
thirty-five-mile-an-hour wind, fire this 
afternoon swept the west bank of the 
Rouge river, in Delray. a suburb to the 
south of Detroit, for three-fourths of a 
mile and destroyed over $800,000 worth of 
preperty. Following are the losses: 

Salliotte & Furgason, lumber mills, $50,- 
00; covered by insurance. 

Brownlee & Co.'s sawmill ard part of 
their stock of lumber, $45,000; insiirance 
315.000. Pi 

The Western Union Telegraph Company, 
loss on cedar poles stor:d in a yard, which 
was swept by the flames, about $690,000; 
insurance unknown. 

Carkin, Stickney & Cram, loss on 
dredge, which was tied up at Salliotte & 
Furgason’s dcck, $70,000; insurance un- 
known. 

Maltby Lumber Company, cedar poles 
and sawmill, $50,000; insurance $25,000, 

The fire originated at 1 o'clock in the 
roof of the Selliotte & Furgason lumber 
mill. The building was soon in ashes, and 
the fire swept across a dock to where a 
dredge of the Carkin, Stickney &>Cram 
fleet was tied up. This craft was burned 
to the water’s edge. Great embers were 
picked up by the wind and dropped on 
the roof of Rrownlee & Co.’s mill and 
salt bicck, and both these bulldings were 
destroyed. 

The Detroit fire department vent three 
engines and the fireboat Battle. Even 
the great streams from the fireboat were 
rowerless to check the flames, which were 
rolling down the river bank for hundreds 
of feet. 

From the Brownlee property the fire 
jumped over into the large yard in which 
the Western Union company stored its 
cedar telegraph poles. ‘The yard is the 
distributing roint for ten states, and over 
100,000 poles were stored there. The fire 
swept through the eight acres of the yard 
in less than two hours, but the poles 
blazed until.far into the night. Thé 
streams from the fireboat Battle were 
centered on this vard, but they had no 
effect in staying the flames. The four- 
inch streams were turned into steam al- 
most before they reached the burning 
piles of poles. - 

The plant of the Maltby Lumber Com- 
pany was the last one on the river bank, 
and it was soon destroyed, together with 
a large stock of cedar poles, which was 
stored in the company’s yard. 

When darkness fell the glare from the 
burning poles illuminated the sky for 
miles. The firemen warked on the fire 
almost all night, but it was only to keep 
it from spreading to other property, for 
they realized that it would simply have te 
burn itself out in the Western Union 
storage yards. 

While this fire was burning, the lumber 
yard of G. A. Raupp & Co., in Ecorse, 
ebout a mile from Delray, was set on fire 
by enarks from a passing engine, and 
500,000 feet of lumber was destroyed. The 
Icss is about $75,000, covered by insurance.

New York, May 12.—Following the visit 
to this city of Director General Ball, of 
the Hamburg-American steamship line, 
comes the announcement that the Ham- 
burg-American line has acquired the Atlas 
steamship line, which for the past thirty 
years has plied between Jamaica, Haiti 
and Central America. The Atlas line wz 
formerly owned by an English corpora- 
tion, but under the Hamburg-American 
line will fly the German flag.

The men who opposed 
the Hill-Merran fiwierests in the great 
Northern Pacific struggle were all out of 
tuwn over Sunday. 

The financiers who gathered at. the 
Waldorf-Astoria talked informally of Sat- 
urday’s bank statement’: and the stock 
market in general. There were friends of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., who reiterated the 
statement that that side had compicted a 
count of the actual shares in their posses- 
sion, and that they have control of the 
Northern Pacific; but this statement was 
vigorously denied by the partisans of the 
other side. 

James J. Hill was at the hotel during 
the day, but efforts to interview him re- 
garding Northern Pacific resulted in non- 
committal answers with the exception 
that he stated that there had been no 
change in the situation since Yesterday. 

The Herald tomorrow will say that 
representatives of Kuhn, Loeb & Co, say 
that the stock sold by the arbitrage 
hcuses will definitely come to them. Their 
holdings are distributed among the com- 
mon and preferred issues. Some question 
may arise, due to the retirement of the 
preferred stock issue. Under the terms 
of issue the preferred stock is retirable 
upon any first day of January up to 1905 
at par. No action has yet been taken 
upon the preferred stock, which at the 
present time carries eqval voting power 
with the common. Whether this stock 
can be ordered rétired by the directors 
prior to the meeting of the company, on 
October Ist, next, is not known. It would 
seem, however, as thovgh q matter of 
this importance would rest with the 
shareholders of the company, and is such 
is the case, Kuhn, Loeb & Co.'s stock will 
be in existence on October Ist, and will 
determine not only the question of con- 
trol, but the question of retiring the pre- 
ferred issue.

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WEEK IN FOREIGN FINANCES. 


Excitement Caused by Northern Pa- 
cific Boom in London. 


London, May 12.—During the last week 
the attention of the stock exchange has 
been so absorbed in Americans that little 
has been done in other markets to which 
notice can be called. While the storm of 
excitement was tremendous, it was soon 
seen, however, that the worst was over. 
Good buying followed whereupon the 
feeling was much improved. The close 
in Americans was quiet and fairly firm, 
but below the level of New York. There 
still exists some wWheasiness regarding the 
settlement, especially of Northern Pacific, 
in spite of the fact that this stock closed 
35 points up at 170%, which is 70 above 
the last quotation. 

The record of the quotation fluctuations 
during the last week is practicallv use- 
less, as these have been so abnormal 
that they furnish little valuable indica- 
tion of conditions.

Late, values receded in sympathy: with 
general dullness, but on Saturday they 
somewhat improved, Rands- rising 3-16 
to 42%, and others fractionally.

cemetery on the 90th !nstazit will find a 
magnificent marble arch and. fountain, 
costing $2,000, erected above what is known 
as “Providence Springs,” famed in stery 
for the fairy legend connected therewith. 
This, in effect, is that while 30,000 fed- 
eral prisoners were confined at Anderson- 
ville, suffering from thirst, ‘‘Providence 
Springs’’ suddenly burst forth. as when 
Moses smote the rock in the wilderness, 
and a bounteous suppiy of pure water 
was thus obtained. ‘The truth is, this 
spring has been a well known landmark 
since 1840,.and even the Indians used to 
congtegate about +t. When the great 
ditches for the stockade posts were dug 
in 1864 the negro slaves who did the work 
carelessly threw the dirt from the diteh- 
es so that the spring was buried for sev- 
eral weeks. A hard rain washed the dirt 
away and the flow was suddenly resumed, 
hence the falry story. of Providence 
Spring. In digging for the stone founda- 
tions last week werkrreqg removed old 
wooden boxing that waa put about the 
spring before Andersonville was ever 
known.

The Farmer as a » Rawiioes Man. 

‘One of the most notable features of | 
the present business revival wil] be 
the recognition’ of the farmer ap a. busi-: 


‘Heretofore the agricultural interest | . 
has been spoken of as the basis of all 
‘business. The farmer furnished the 
raw material for the business man, but 
did not aspire to the title for himeelf. 
He was but an attachment of the soil, 
who could only trade with the world 
through a middleman and whose rights 
were not deemed as of paramount in- 
terest. | | 

Now all this is changed. Through 
‘| Co-operation the farmers of California 
have just disposed of $5,000,000 of 
products. The co-operative fruit mar- 
keting societies have succeeded beyond 
expectation. The gains are (1) the 
elimination of the expense of concen- 
tration for ers (2) the elimination of 
the expense of any local intermediary 

between p cers and wholesale mer- 
chants; (3) the elimination to a great 
extent of the necessity of forced sales; 
(4) better insurance; (5) “good will” 
of business arising from assurance of 
honesty; (6) associated credit; (7) the 
business education acquired. The most 
important gain arises from the elimi- | 
nation of forced sales and the delib- 


erate marketing of the product in the / 


light of the full information as to its 
value which gradually becomes dis- 
seminated during the marketing sea- 
son, Speaking of this development, 
The Leavenworth Times says: 

There is no reason why the Kansas 
farmers should not form similar co-oper- 
ative societies, as the graingrowers pro- 
pose to’.do, so that they will not be at 
the mercy of the combined grain dealers. 
When co-operative societies among farm- 
ers have failed it has been because they 
were not. organized on the corporation 
principle or lacked adequate. capital, or 
were based on sentiment, not on business 
motives, or they _ were incompetently man- 
aged or tried to Branch out into too many 
lines ‘of business. There is little hope 
in farmers’ co-operative purchasing so- 
cieties but co-operation for the sale of 
farm products can be made to succeed. 
There are now six or seven thousand 
members in the California Fritit Growers’ 
Co-operative Societies, scattered over an 
area of 75,000 or 80,000 Square miles, These 
societies sell annually produce to _ the 
amount of nearly five million dollars, in 
markets from one to six thousand miles 
away. Where these societies have suc- 
ceeded, they have been organized along 
distinctly commercial lines and not in an 
altruistic spirit. 

The farmers of Kansas will hold a 
convention in Salina on the 16th to or- 
ganize a similar method of co-opera- 
tion in regard, to their products. 
Through a series of letters now ap- 
pearing in The, Constitution in regard 
to the farming interests, it would ap- 
pear that the agricultural interest is 
fully alive in this state. One farmer, 
Hon. James M. Smith, has marketed 
$100,000 in cotton. Others have mar- 
keted from $5,000 to $25,000. One peach 
grower, without a previous commer- 
cial. education, has sold his crop for 
a net profit of $23,000. Sales from 
$1,000 to $5,000 in fruit have been quite 
common. In brief, farming in Georgia 
has become a business, and our farm- 
ers must be reckoned with henceforth 
as business men. 

This is a gratifying sign and points 
to a more solid prosperity hereafter. 


Wade Hampton’s Course. 

The course adopted by Genera] Wade 
Hampton in refusing to be drawn in 
by the McLaurin net was no more than 
was to have been expected from a mar 
of such fine sense of propriety. 

It is well known that Wade Hamp- 
ton does not belong to the dominant 
section of the democratic party of his 
state, but he cannot forget past favors 
at its hands and will not be driven into 
doubtful allianees in order to hurt 
those who, at a later time, have taken 
from him the leadership that he for- 
merly possessed.

Through 
each school the fame of the university 
will be carried into every section of 
the state and every family benefited,

In this country we have no such 
trouble to deal with. Congress and 
legislatures are disposed to hold on 
with a tight grip, leading to an accu- 
mulation of laws as befuddling to the 
practitioner as they are tantaliging to 
the layman. The American legisla- 
tor never wants to go. home save for 
fence building, and sometimes this 
duty is best performed by rémaining 
in his seat.

You do not quote the paragraph just 
above it. In this paragraph Mr. Stephens 
eaid; “After Mr. Lincoln had repeatedly 
declared that -he had. no offer to make, 
that the south must lay down its arms,” 
etc. Then Mr. Ldncoi said, etc. : 

The quotation which you’ offer as evi- 
fence js not in any way relevant to the 
controversy between Mr. Watterson and 
myself. 

What I challenged in Mr. Watterson’s 
story were the words used in Chicago that 
‘terms were really offered the confeder- 
acy,” and that the wisdom of the situg- 
tion said ‘‘accept.’’ 

The quotation which you. present in 
this morning’s issue simply relates to the 


expression of Mr. Lincoln’s personal feel- | 


ings after he had fixed “unconditional 
surrender” as the only basis of settle- 
ment.

Wit- 
ness the signed letter to the gentleman 
at St. Augustine. Witness the conver- 
sations quoted in my article of: March 
9th, which are as numerous and as em- 
phatic on my side as the conversations 
recently exploited are on yours. Mr. Ste- 
phens was either misquoted or his record 
is a record of himself against himself. 
The less said of that the better. 

Another thing: I agree that not every 
man who has’ repeated this story had it 
in his heart to reflect upon Jefferson Da- 
vis. I am quite sure that the editor of 
The Constitution did not, for the columns 
of The Constitution have too often eulo- 
gized and glorified the martyr president 
of the confederate states. 

But it is well known that Mr. Stephens 
and his friends did not like Jefferson Da- 
vis, and it is not an improbable thing that 
the time, in their judgment, has arrived 
to vindicate*their opinions to history. 
They cannot do it upon the basis of this 


story. 


At all events it is certain that the whole, 


trend of the story, if it were believed, 
would be to reflect upon the jydgment, 
discretion and patriotism of the confed- 
erate president and his cabinet.

Such an one may be seen any morn- 
ing at the co-operative creamery ju:é 
outside the-.city. by. which agriculture 
has been revolutionized and poor men 
have become self-sustaining. From ten to 
twenty milk wagons waiting to. deliver 
their goods, and as many on the way 
out of the grounds with the skim milk, 
which will be used to fatten hogs and 
enlarge the family receipts. Over fifty 
farmers furnish milk, and some of them 
make as high as $165. a month, 


"The effect of the creamery,’’ says Mr. 
A. B, Handley. who has watched its ca- 
reer with care, “has been to increase the 
standard of farming. It has been discov- 
ered that nine or ten cows, wel] taken 
care of. can furnish such a return as 
can be gained from no other branch of 
farm wark. Our first difficulty. and the 
first one to be met with anywhere, is to 
educate the farmers un to the point of 
making good milk. Through the work of 
this institution there are now over 300 
Jersey cows in this neighborhood. This 
improvement of the live stock is worth 
more to the county than can well be 
described. The milk product brings to. 
the farmer regular monthly checks large 
enough to support him. Were‘ all other 
crops to fail. The use of home-made fer- 
tilizers removes the commercia] fertilizer 
tax and enriches the land so that it ig 
now doubled in value. The price of a 


| creamery outfit is not over $5,000. With 


this a home market is established, ri- 
valry is created. a large sum of money 
finds monthly distribution and the people 
become self-confident and prosperous. 


“Alfalfa hay is the greatest thing in the 
world for buliding up stock,’’ went on. Mr, 
Handley, “As well might a man try to 
run machinery without lubricating ol] as 
trun a farm without good hay. which is 
the parent of all food crops and the'in- 
vigorator of worn out fields. This hay 
has a commercial value per acre equal 


to if not sumerior to every crop.” 
‘“‘As to whether Georgia creamery but- 


ter can find a place in the market is 
best answered by the fact that we. are 
now refusing orders,” said Mr. E. B. 
Clark. ‘‘We have just recelved a 900- 
pound a week order from Havana, 
which we have declined, because of our 
inability to furnish it. Our butter took 
the World’s Fair prize at the Paris ex- 
position and won the Biltmore prize 
at the dairy exposition of Georgia. 
These incidents show that we can reach 
the market as well as anyone else, and 
that it requires only mercantile push to 
deliver and place our goods. Through 
our Paris exposition prize Georgia butter 
has become known all over the world, 
and wherever it is spoken of it has a 
standard of comparison. Today the cat- 
tle of Troupe. county average in value 
$10 a head more than they did five years 
azo. and vet we have not attained per- 
fection. The market for good butter Is 
illimitable, and every pound commands 
go00d sale at high, »; prices, "8 

The LaGrange .creamery is, indeed, s 
wonderful abject ‘jesson toi the people of ; 
Georgia, especially t@ those of the hilly 
country, where the condition# of running 
brooks and grass are so favorable to 
them. The creamery was started as a 
private enterprise, and it was through 
the discovery of its merits by Mr. Alvord, 
of the United States agricultural de- 
partment, that its product found its way 
to Paris, where it took the pr.ze, not a 
mere honorary mention. One man is 
pointed out who started six years ago 
with nothing but who is now milking 
thirty cows, and growing rich. Another 
went into the milk business just in time 
to find a method by which a _ cotton 
mortgage might be lifted, and he now 
stands on the right side of the ledger in 
one of the city banks. Instances. are 
given of women with nothing to do and 
facing the demands of necessity, who 
have found escape through the avenue of 
the, dairy cow, The dairy cow presup- 
poses pure water and abundant grass,

Nine years ago Mr. Milam was living 
in Stilesboro, in Bartow county. He re- 
moved to LaGrange and bought a hill- 
side farm, washed with gullies and un- 
promising in yield, as a sort of side is- 


sue. Mr, Milam disagrees. with the 
prevalent ideas as to ditching and ter- 
racing, and believes in retaining all the 
moisture possible on the spot upon which 
it has fallen. He also believes in sowing 
wheat for fodder, cutting it in the dough, 
anil curing it, following it’ with corn and 
peavine hay, thus getting in two crops 
in one year, ‘making a united yield of 
four tons per acre, selling in the market 
at $18 a ton, or $73 off of one acre of land, 
and he cannot raise enough to sell even 
then. Clearing his land of all obstruc- 
tions, he placed dams of debris across 
every channel in which water ran, filling 
up thea washes in time instead of making 
them larger. Within: three ‘years there 
‘was not a hole or a wash on his sixty- * 
five acres—all filled up by the action of 
nature, until now the mower moves 
smoothly over the entire field as it might 
upon a table. This plan of treating the 
ground as well as of raising a valuable 
forage crop, yielding enormous return, 
has attracted widespread attention.

Wherever one drives now, through La- 
Grange, or in other places where small 
plats of ground are attached to the house, 
will now find growing wheat. Upon an 
acre of ground one of the physicians of 
LaGrange raises forage enough to keep 
up three horses. A lady in ‘LaGrange 
sowed her half-acre back yard in wheat 
a year ago. Her neighbor offered her 
$8 for the product, but she declined, tell- 
ing him, however, that he could cut and 
weigh it, and give her the market price. 
He did so, and found that he was due 
her $18. Wheat, followed by corn and 
peavine hay, has now spread over west- 
ern Georgia as the balanced ration for

‘TIT had an experience with Mr. J. D. 
Frazier, of Atianta,”’ said Mr. Milam, 
“Mr. Frazier was holding up for the su- 
perior merits of timothy as the only com- 
mercial live stock food. I challenged his 
conclusion and arranged with him for a 
trial. As soon as my wheat forage was 
harvested I would send him a bale, under 
the condition that he should place before 
each of his mules a sample of each kind 
of forage in market and leave the choice 
to the mule. I think there were fifteen 
animals in all, every one of which firat 
turned to the wheat forage, Mr. Frazier 
was so deeply convinced that he. took 
the first train for LaGrange to corner the 
stock if possible.’’

I do not 
pretend to explain how this particular 
acre always does so much better than 
others around it, but I make the demand 
that it must measure up a 500-pound bale 
for me.

This memoria] service was inaugurated 
at the Charleston reunion, and has been 
a feature of the annual meetings of the 
veterans since that time. Dr. D. C. Kelly, 
of Nashville, will deliver the opening 
prayer at the Memphis service, Rev. 
George C, Harris, of Vicksburg, will de- 
liver the oration, and Rey. J. William 
Jones will pronounce the benediction. 

General J. B. Gordon has issued the fol- 
lowing genera] order in relation to the 
service: 

‘Headquarters United Confederate Vet- 
erans, New Orleans, La., May ll, 1901.— 
General Orders No. 256,—1. The general 
commanding announces that after the 
convention is fully organized for business 
on the second day, the 29th instant, exact- 
ly at noon, ‘memorial services’ will be 
held for one hour; at that moment the 
convention will suspend business for this 
Sacred purpose, without further notice 
and without regard to what is then tak- 
ing place, and the flags will be draped in 
mourning as a mark of respect to the 
memory of the beloved ‘daughter of the 
confederacy,’ and to the memory of all 
our dead comrades who have preceded us 
into ets 4 and prayers will also be of- 
fered for all the living heroes.

TUBERCULOSIS CONGRESS 


Members of Georgia Delegation To 
Leave Today. 


WILL BE NOTABLE GATHERING 


Consumption and Best Methods for 
Its Treatment Will Be Dis- 
. cussed.

Members of the Georgia delegation to 
the tuberculosis congress, which will con- 


‘vene in New York city Wednesday, will 


leave for that city today, 

Dr. George Brown, of Atlanta, hag been 
selected as chairman of the delegation, . 
and its other members, all of whom were 
appointed by Governor Candler, are: Drs. 
Willis Westmoreland, T, V. Hubbard, A. 
H. Vandyke, all of Atlanta; Charles 
Hicks, of Dublin; M, F. Carson, of Griffin; 
H. B. McMaster, of Waynesboro; 8st. J. 
B. Graham, of Savannah; J. B. Moergan, 
of Augusta: S. C. Benedict, of Athens, 
and R. E. L. Burford, of Brunswick. 

This promises to be one of the most 
notable gatherings of medical men held 
in this country in recent years. There 
will be delegates present from South and 
Central America, in which countries there 
has been much deep study of the problems 
presented by this disease. 

The physicians will discuss consumption 
in all its ‘phases. with a view to arriving 
at some conclusions as to the best method 
of treatment of the disease, and ths Inter- 
change of ideas will no doubt result in 
great benefit to the prefessio§. It is gen- 
erally recognized among physicians that 
consumption is a contdgious disease, and 
one of the aims of the gathering will be 
to discuss desirable legislation looking to 
the preventicn of its spreading. 

The Georgia delegation contains some of 
the most prominent physicians in the 
state, and it is probable that most of 
them will attend. The physiclans will 
meet at the Hotel Majestfo, in New York 
city, on May 15th, at 10 o'clock. Dr. 
Brown, it is expected, will read a paper 
before the convention, and other members 
of the Georgia party will doubtless be 
beard from.

“The démand of the machinists is for 
tem hours’ pay. for nine hours’ work. 
Phe regular working day is now ten 
hours, the pay in this section ranging 
from 22% to 30 cents per hour. The pri- 
vate machine shops pay a scale running 
from $2.25 to $3 per day, while the rail- 
road shops pay between $2.50 and $2.75 
per day. 

Every machine shop in the country 
will be affected by this nine-hour a day 
Movement. Already hundreds of shops 
have signed the agreement to go into 
effect next Monday. At Knoxville, Tenn., 
on the ist of the month a conference 
took ‘place between committees from 
every shop in the southern division of 
the Southern railway. 

The result of that meeting was a pe- 
tition which was sent to the officials 
of the road asking that the njne-hour 
day be granted to employees of the road 
in the companv's machine shops. 

This matter is expected to be taken 
up by representatives of the machinists’ 


‘unton and the railroad people at an early 
‘date. A. conference will doubtless be 


hel@ at Washington, where the head- 
quarters of the International Association 
of Machinists is at present located.

The speaker took for his text 
the first epistie of St. Paul to Corinthians, 


vil, 27: “He that is without a wife is so- 
licitous for the things that belong to the 
Lord, how he may please God,’ and show- 
ed in a most convincing manner the rea- 
sons why Catholic priests are forbidden 
by their church to marry. 

“Clerical celibacy,” he said, “in the 
Cathlic church is regarded by non-Catho- 
lics with feelings of both admiration and 
dislike. They cannot or pretend not to 
‘tbe able to understand how a priest can 
lead a pure Hfe outside the state of matri- 
mony. Their idea is that a good wife is 
a positive help to a minister; that she 
will make him better and more zealous 
than he would be without her. St. Paul, 
however, it must be admitted by Bible 
Christians, is something of an authority 
on this subject, and he says: ‘He that is 
with a wife is solicitous for the things 
of the world, how he may please his wife, 
and he is divided.’

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@ body of unmarried clergy can be sup- 
ported with less demand on the mony 
of the people than would be required if 
they were married.

It is expected that all vf the members 
of the board will atten? the meeting 
this afternoon. There are several mat- 
ters that are to be attended to, chief 
among which fs the ordinance concern ng 
the salary of the street Improvement col- 
lector. 

This particular matter, it may be re- 
membered, has been to the fore for quite 
awhile; in fact. ever since W. D. Greene, 
the former city clerk, was elected by the 
finarice committee to succeed John Ww. 
Collier, who had held the office for some 
years at an annua] salary of $1,290, 

When Mr. Greene was elected, however 
his salry was fixed at $1,025. This caused 
a split in council, as there were several 
members who were of the opinion that the 
Street improvement collector should re- 
ceive at least $100 a month for his cecr- 
vices, particularly so as it was generally 
understood that his duties were to be 
largely increased. 

It developed, however. that there was 
an ordinance fixing the salary of the col- 
lector at $1,200 a year: In order to have 
him paid but $1,025 yearly it was necessary 


to pass an ordinance amending the ex-. 


isting ordinance to that effect. Accord- 


ingly such a measure was introduced in: 


council, but it was held up for several 
weeks, when it was finally passed. 

@hen it went to the aldermanic board 
for coneurrence. In the meantime Mr. 
Greene, being governed by the old and 
existing ordinance, continued to draw $100 
each month. After a time a majority of 
the aldermen voted tu concur in the ac- 
tion of council in adopting the oidinance, 
and the paper would have long since re- 
ceived either the approval or veto of 
the mayor but for one thing. 

Alderman Welch, as soon as the result 
was announeed, gave notice of a motion 
for a reconsideration. That held the or- 
dinance up until the next regular meeting 
of the aldérmanic (board, which was to 
have taken place iast Thursday efter- 
noon. 

No meeting having been held then, the 
matter, in consequence, will come up this 
afternoon. Alderman - Welch has _ inti- 
mated that he really had no desire to 
kill the ordinance, but mersly wished to 
hold it up for a time so that the matter 
could be considered more at length. It 
may be that when he makes his cxpla- 
nation this afternocn the* board will agree 
to the propasition to reconsider, 

The session today is expected to be a 
short one, as there are Comparatively few 
routine matters up for consideration, 


Costly Bounty Policy. 


Chicago Tribune: Not long ago the 
dominion government, desiring to increase 
the production of iron and steel in Can- 
ada, votel a bounty of $3 a ton on pig 
iron made from Canadian ore and of $3 
a ton on steel ingots. This. iegislation 
has been effective. There has been an 
increase in production which has become 
alarmingly large, for a considerable num- 
ber of iron and steel plants are being 
started. When théy are all in operation 
the amount of money to be paid in boun- 
ties will be so large as to prove a serious 
tax on the finances of the dominion. Last 
year the tota] bountfeg paid amounted to 
only $312,000, but a single company esti- 
mates that it will receive abga@t $3,000,100 
in bounties during the next seven years. 

Another disturbing feature of this 
bounty legislation is that American capi- 
tal is dominant in the iron and steel 
plants now in operation as well as in 
those which are projected. One of the 
largest plants in the maritime prov- 
ince; is controlled _ by the men who con- 
troi the~ United States Stee] Company. 
Therefore the Canadians are going to tax 
themselves heavily in order that Amceri- 
can capital invested in certain industries 
in the dominion may draw excessive prof- 
its out of that country. The Canadian 
authorities did ngt intend Americans 
should be benefited when they devised 
their bounty legislation. 

It has been said in some quarters that 
if the duties on certain articles in the, 
iron and steel schedule shall be removed, 
as suggested by Congressman Babcock 
and others, the United States markets 
will be flooded with the Canadian iron 
and steel on whi heavy bounties are 

aid. Were the American market to be 

ooded the dominion government would 
be bankrupted and the American capital- 
ists who contro] the Canadian iron and 
steel plants would be in clover. ‘There js 
no occasion to fear Canadian competition. 
in the event of the repeal of the duties 
on steel and pig iron. he dominion gov- 
ernment’ will get tired of paying bounties 
before long.

dred shares of Erie or Union Pacific 
should not be consulted before his com- 
pany arranges to ag ry Pennsylvania 
coal company or a uthern Pacific rafl- 
way, is, to be sure, no more true now 
than it was a ee ago. To take a

Houston, Tex., May 12.—(Special.)—Fol- 
lowing is a sermon delivered by Rev. 
William Hayne Leavell, D.D., minister 
of the First Presbyterian church: 

“A man’s life consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which he pos- 
sesseth.’’—Luke xii, 15. 

Dr. Leavell said: 

Men are apt to think that wealth, with 
its power and ease, constitutes life. The 
privations they endure and the mean- 
nesses of which thev are gulity in the 
severe struggle for wealth show that 
they look upon the philosophy of the 
text aS a wornout philosophy of more 
ancient and far simpler days. They 
think that wealth, With its many corol- 
laries, constitutes the substance of life 
in this hard world. So the poor try to 
get rich, and the rich try to get richer. 
Poor men say they work for subsistence 
merely. They :mean that because of the 
injustices of hard, biind and partial 
fortune, and because of their burdens 


and disqualifications, their utmost hope | 


is to win daily bread. 
be rich could they. 

All men want to be rich, want more 
than they possess. None wants a: little, 
a little wants much, much wants more, 
and more wants it all. And notwith- 
standing this universal desire and my 
Own inclinations, which turn lon-~ingly 
to the comforts, satisfactions and liber- 
ties of wealth, I hold to the pure phi- 
losophy and‘ sound piety of the text. No 
elaborate discussion is needed to dem- 
onstrate. it. 

‘Life must have both character and 
permanence in order to be real. Its 
structure must be substantial. Now 
wealth has neither character nor per- 
manence. It is neither good nor bad; is 
whollv without moral quality. It is not 
moral, it is not immoral; it is unmoral. 
One may give it moral value, but that 
is the moral quality of the man ex- 
pressiny itself by means of -.wealth. 
Conferring moral value upon monéy in 
Such manner does not give it moral 
character. For character has its own 
qualities and determines both its ex- 
pression and environment. Wealth has 
no such quality. Money has no choice 
as to where it goes, to whom it belongs, 
whom it serves. In one generation i 
is in honest hands, in another in dis- 
honest hands, and serves alike in beth 
cases, 

Trace the wanderings of a dollar. It 
leaves the treasury fresh. crisp and in- 
nocent. Paid out to some officer of the 
government. it begins its wanderings, 
for salaried men rarely keep money; 
thev only “keep it going.” It is paid 
for lunch tn some restaurant, is de- 
posited in a bank, is drawn out by 
some one who gives it to his wife, who 
spends it for the table or for some deco- 
rative article of wear. The dealer passes 
it out as change to some young fellow 
who spends it for a lottery ticket or 
cigars, or other gratification. Another 
gets it and rings it down on a gamine 
table or on the counter of a barroom. 
By a wide circuit and through pious 
hands it comes into the mission fund, 
or is put to some other pious use. Final- 
ly from its wide wanderings and many 
services it returns to the treasury worn, 
faded and torn, to be redeemed by an- 
other—fresh, crisp and innocent. Thus 
the doilar has served the cause of right-

eousness, wickedness, frivolity, thé home 
with the same réadiness, the same i¢- 
difference and the same ignorance. It 
is without knowlegre, choice, conscience 
or character. As with the dollar, so 
with accumulated wealth. That has no 
character, and in lacking character it 
lacks what is necessary to every constit- 
uent of real life. 

Wealth, “the abundance of the things 
one possesseth,”” tacks another element 
of real life—it lacks permanence. Today 
I speak in the hearing of those who 
once knew the comforts and respectful- 
nesses bought by wealth, who now plod 
their weary way on foot, undistinguished 
among the poor; in the hearing of men 
who now know the bitterness of hard 
strife for daily maintenance, jwhose fa- 
thers reared them in luxury and left 
them with fortunes. To those of us who 
have watched the gyrations of the fickle 
goddess and observed or suffered the 
changes of the past thirty years it is 
not necessary to argue the imperma- 
nence and transitoriness of wealth. 

In lacking permanence wealth lacks an 
indispensable quality of every constitu- 
ent of real life. For a man’s life con- 
sists. not in the abundance of the things 
he possesses, nor in the lack of abun- 
dance. But, however much men may 
think that the possession of: abundance 
constitutes the real content of life, they 
are not likely to think that Nfe consists 
in the lack of abundance, in the narrow- 
ness of povert~, 

Once upon a time I was visiting a coun- 
try ‘‘where every prospect pleases and 
only man is vile,” and there saw the 
rudest and most abject poverty that ex- 
ists on the face of the earth. I remem- 
ber one dismal hut made.of broken stone 
and plastered with mud, The floor was 
of earth, the windows were but holes in 
the wall and the roof was partly fallen 
in. "Twas the fit habitation of squalor, 
dirt and misery. A hearty pig, several 
ragged children, a bleared woman and a 
man who had almost entirely lost the im- 
age of his Maker divided the discomforts 
of the half dismantled hut share and 
share alike. J felt ashamed that any 
landlord would leave a human being to 
dwell in such a hut. I felt humiliated 
that any man could be degraded to such 
dirt and misery. But I Knew no man 
would think that Mfe, real iffe, consists 
in the degredations and miseries of such 
abject and downright poverty. 

The lesson taught us in the text is that 


4 life. does not consist in material condi- 


tions at all; not merely not in their ex- 
tremes, but not in any grade or degree of 
them. It is not meant that life is discon- 
nected from material conditions, for they 
are sometimes the agents by which gen- 
uine life achieves its noble purpose and 
is fostered and developed by the good 
done through them. 

While this is true, it is also true that the 
gospel accords to the limitations of pov- 
erty a preference over the opulences of 
wealth as conditions better adapted to 
foster and develop life. 

The Sermon on the Mount is the basis 
of all-our Lord’s teaching. In tl@t ser- 
mon we have the distinct admonitions: 
“Lay not up for yvurselves treasures 
upon earth.” “Be not anxious for your 
life, what ye shall eat or what ye shall 
drink, nor yet for your body what ye 
shall put on.” “Is not the life more than 
food. and the body more than the rai- 
ment?” 

In addition, the whole tenor of scripture 
approves and emphasizes the prayer of 
Agur: 

“Two things have I asked of Thee; 
Deny me them not. before I die: 
Remove far from mé, Vanity and iles; 
Give me neither poverty nor riches; 
Feed me with food that is needful for me, 
Lest I be full and deny Thee, 

And say, Who is the Lord? 

Or lest I be poor and steal, 

And use profanely the name of my God.’’ 

Agur wisely fears both extremes. He 
fears poverty lest it tempt him to steal; 
he fears wealth lest it seduce him into 
ingratitude, infidelity and blasphemy. 

It is, of course, not impossible for a 
rich man to lve a real life. And equal- 
ly, of course, it is not true that a poor 
man possesses real life because he is poor. 
For some of the rudest and most calami- 
tous wickedness in the world is the wick- 
edness of the poor, and some of the emp- 
tiest and most foolish lives are the lives 
of the poor. 

Neither all the wickedness nor all the 
vanity of man are found among the rich. 
Nevertheless, the gospel means to say 
that there is more moral danger in wealth 
than in poverty, for the rich may some- 
times augment their significance and 
plume themselves on their independence; 
but no poor man is fool enough to imag- 
ine that his poverty makes him indepen- 
dent of God. 

The most highly favored and safest con- 
dition morally is that for which Agur 
prayed. 

“Give me neither poverty nor riches’’— 
neither the poverty that starves nor the 
wealth that hampers. 

According to our text, life does not con- 
sist in material conditions at all, In what 
does life consist? What is its real con- 
tent? 

A definition is better than an argument, 
and is shorter. The definition is that given 
by our Lord Jesus Christ. On a famous 
oceasion a keen and possibly sincere law- 


| ver asked Him this critical question: ‘‘Mas- 


ter, what shall I do to inherit eternal 
life?” The Master answered by asking 
what the law taught on that point and 
received for reply: ‘‘Thou shalt love the 
Lord, thy God, with all thy heart, with 
all thy soul, and with all thy strengih 
and with all thy mind, and thy neighbor 
as thyself.’ Christ confirmed the lawyer's 
summary of the law with . the words: 
“Thou hast answered right; this do and 
thou shalt Hve.” According to Jesus 
Christ, “than whom none could better 
know,” life consists in loving God _ su- 
premely and our neighbor as ourselves. 

The supremacy of our love to God must 
be absolute. A man must love his father 
and mother, his brothers and sisters, his 
wife and children, his friends and neigh- 
bors, but he must love God more and bet- 
ter, 

Possessions, lands, houses, all sorts of 
wealth lle very close to every man’s 
heart, but we must love God more than 
these. God will not tolerate a divided 
loyalty. He wants all of & man or none 
of him. Our Lord says no man can be 
His disciple in the finest sense of disciple- 
ship who does not stand ready on occa- 
sion to sacrifice everything to His service. 
Who loves houses and lands or riches 
better than God cannot be His disciple. 
Who loves family and friends better than 
God cannot be His disciple. A man’s Hfe 
is sweet, but if he loves his own life bet- 
ter than God he cannot be His disciple. 


loyalty to God-and love of family, ayn 


friends and possessions, and their own 
life even. 
again. Who can tell? Whoever on occa- 
sion shall refuse to forsake his material 
wealth, his family affections, even his 
own life, cannot be the disciple of Christ. 


Whoever on occasion does make the sac- | 


rifice is His discipie. The promise is that 
whoever on occasion sacrifices his all that 
he may maintain his loyalty to God shall 
not go unrecognized and vunrewarded. 
There wi'l be wrought out for him “more 
and more exceedingly an eternal weight 
of glory.’’ 

The first and noblest content of Nfe is, 
then, genuine love for God—such love as 
holds loyalty above price. One possesses 
life in proportion to his love of God, for 
eternal life is to know God and Him 


my own views. I belieye in a certain 
definite theology and prefer certain ec- 
clesiastical forms and customs; but I am 
far from identifying these- things with 
and making them equal to God. One may 
flatter himself that he holds the absolute- 
ly correct theol and the only true_ec- 
clesiasticism. but he should not deceive 
himself by thinking that stubborn adher- 
ence to them is necessarily the same thing 
as loyalty to God. ~ 

The identity of God is discoverable not 
so much in a philosophieal theology or 
ecclesiastical system as in the spirit and 
principe which constitute moral being. 
For the absoltite morality expressed per- 
sonrlly is God. Supreme tove to God is 
such loyalty to right as would die before 
dine wrong. 

r sometimes in simverine vhrese 
of what mous ignorance calls ‘tthe higher 
life.” The highest life ic to love God su- 
preme:y—for humility. reverence. faith. 
sincerity cf heart and righteousness of 
life grow out of supreme love to God. 
And those of us who are proudest and 
least tractabie. who believe most in our- 
selves, whose lives are furthest from be- 
ing reverent and right. join all.the world 
in applauding the life that is humble. 
reverent, full of faith and good works. 

Bound up with suprem® love to God 
is the other element of life’s .content 
named by our Lord—love of our fellow- 
men. j 

Only he lives a real life. however rich 
or however poor, however distingu!shed 
or however unkncewn. who loves God su- 
premely and his neighbor as himself 


It ig not difficult to learn who Is 


and what constitutes him our neighbor | 


if we but turn to Christ’s beautiful story 
cf the Gcod Samaritan told to the in- 
guiring lawyer who asked, “And who is 
my neighbor?’ In that parable we have 
the story of an alien and stranger help- 
ing a helpless fellowman. Personally. the 
two were strangers, but nationally. they 
were bitter enemies. One people locked 
upon the other as heathen and heathen 
of a particularly unworthy sort. and 
neither weuld have any dealings with the 
other. The only mutual reijation recogniz- 
ed by the two men was that they were 
both human beings. In the then preva- 
lent conception no two men could stand 


further from being neignbors than the . 


falien Israelite and the benevolent Samar- 
itan. Yet in the Christlv definition of 
Food neighborhood these. men of aJ'on 
races and religions were neighbors. be- 
causc one needed the other and the 
other could supply that need. 

Aceogrding to our Lord, then. a neighbor 
is one who needs us. however separated 
by race, religion or distance: and to love 
our neighbor is to serve him according to 
his need, to do for him what we would 
have him do for us were our conditions 
reversed. Sometimes that is a difficult 
thing to do. Most noble things are. It 
is d‘fficult.to love our- neighbor as our- 
selves, sumetimes because of what we 
are, and sometimes because of what our 
neighbor ° is. 

We are selfish and constantly minister 
to »ur satisfaction and significance. We 
have a whole dictionery of nroverbial auo- 
tations like “charity begins at home.” 
and “he that provides not for his own 
is worse than an infidel,’”’ to bolster our 
already stalwart selfishnéss which with- 
holds from the needy what we might eas- 
ily supply without making ourselves the 
poorer. 

Then our neighbor is often unattractive 
and ungrateful, a whining. peevish. wash- 
ed-out specimen, whose original manhood 
was quite too flimsy to stand much wash- 
ing; a poor, rickety thing with hardly 
any ineffaceable manhood left. Yet it is 
our duty to help him to what is needful 
as far as in us lies—to Icve him so far. 
It is admittedly difficult ofttimes. 

But it is not impossible to love our fel- 
lowmen. Love of cur fellows is an in- 
dispensable constituent of real life. For 
love is not merely a sentiment. a tender 
sensibility. a feeling marked by certain 
definite, necessary, involuntary. indescri- 
bable and delightful sensations. Gen- 
‘uine love devotes itself to deeds and is 
often without these peculiar and delicht- 
ful sensations. 

To love God supremely and our neizh- 
bor as ourselves are the qualities which 
form the whole content of Hfe: For hu- 
mility, reverence, holiness are developed 
only under supreme love to God: and 
brotherliness, sympathy, forbearance 
grows out of that spirit of brotherhood 
Which feels all a brother’s pain and sup- 
piles all his need. 

Ye are sons of God. Christ has confer- 
red upom you the right to be God’s scons, 
and you have an inviolable compact with 
Him to live the life of sons of Goad. Now 
wed ms as ™“ life of a son of God 

rho adoes not love God sunpr ly 
neighbor as himself. ee 

This then is the whole content of life. 
to love God supremely and our neighbor 
2S ourselves—for ore’s real life is never 
constituted of the things he possesses. It 
consisteth not of what he has. but of 
what he is.

Christ was an example only in 
principle. He could not be an example 
as a merchant or as:a head of the 
family. He did not live in these rela- 
tionships. Her was the faultless model 
in the principles by which He was 
actuated, principles which make the best 
‘merchant and best father and ennoble all 
relationships of life. 

“John Stuart Mill, though not. willing 
to admit the divinity of Christ, recog- 
nized Him as a magnificent ideal which 
inspired and stimulated men. As much 


great ‘book, the reformed convict, Jean 


Romola. These ideals are valua- 
ble, .but not sufficient. They lead to a 
fantastic and feeble morality. We need 
an authentic standard. Christ fur 
nishes it. 

“Character is renovated by ciemamnial 
touch, by. the infusion’ of stronger life. 
“When the sense of right and duty are 
so dead that one is not influenced by 
the example of a noble life, when it is 
not touched with shame at the conscious- 
ness of its turpitude by a Christian ex- 
ample, then it is nearly hopeless. The 
soundness of such a life is measured 
by its capacity to receive the infusion 
of a. worthier ‘growth. 

“The pulpit in former years laid not 
tbo .much emphasis upon the death of 
Christ,. but too little upon his example. 
The power of great men is in their ex- 
ample. John, in speaking of Christ in 
this epistle, refers -to him as of the 
present, not: that He was, but that He 
is. We must take Him, into our thought 
as living and with us—an example, an 
ideal. -In walking with him our influ- 
ence moves upon others. The most po- 
tential thing in this world. is the power 
of a Christ-infused humanity to reno- 
vate lives. 

“John Stuart Mill 
Christianity was too negative; that: ‘thou 
shalt nots’ outnumbered the ‘thou 
shalts’ in the gospels. This could not be 
otherwise. A code in its very nature is 
mainly prohibitive. The essence of the 
gospel and the power of Christ’s exam- 
ple is to make better homes and nobler 
citizens.”’

Satan had nothing to zlve 
then and nothing to give now, but he goes 
on with his work of deceiving men, work- 
ing thousands in his service till death 
closes the scene and gives them nothing. 
This is God’s world, but the devil has 
made inroads upon it. It is the work of 
the church, through Him who? is its 
founder, to drive the evil one out of the 
territory. This is why the Lord Jesus 
taurht His disciples to pray ‘Thy kingdom 
come, Thy will be done on earth as it is 
done in héaven.’ 
“This prayer was to teach Christians 
that the work and the power is God's. 
The great commission to go into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every 
creature was given to the disciples repre- 
senting the church. The obkHgation to 
carry .Out. the commission rests %n the 
individual Christian as such, but in a 
trver sense it rests upon the church. If

“before-the world, in the text, as the 
teacher ofmen and invites all who toil 
and bear burdens to come tg Him, ma- 
triculate in His school and learn of Him. 
He was in active touch and constant as- 
sociation with men. He walked the crowd- 


humanity surging along its thoroughfares. 
He visited the villages and lodged in the 
_country places. He sat in the councils 
of the learned and came in touch with the 
ignorant. He saw the restlessness of the 
rich and the dissatisfaction-of the poor, 
and the one conclusion that forced itself 
upon Him from every side was that hu- 
manity needed a teacher to instruct it in 
the way of truth and lead it out into the 
large place of peace, satisfaction and 
rest. In answer to that need He pro- 
claims Himself to be that teacher and 
engages to irstruct all who will come to 
Him. ‘ 

“Men need a teacher today as much as 
ever. Their condition is one of toil, of 
burden bearing, sorrow and grief. Cheeks 
‘are wet with tears of weeping; hearts 
are sore with pains of grief; bodies and 


brains are wearied with the cares and 


‘burdens of life; souls are bowed with 
loads of guilt and uncleanness. 

‘‘Questions many and mighty are press- 
ing for solution in every avenue of life. 
No age of the world has had more or 
mighticr problems to solve than this age. 
Questions of commerce, of capital and la- 
‘bor, of sociology and of ethics. Ques- 
tions of state and of church. All these 
and many more must be settled, and as 
‘nothing is settled until it is settled right, 
‘men. need a teacher, wise and efficient, 
as never before. 

*‘Now, I remark: that Christ meets this 
need in every particular and is the only 
teacher qualified to instruct men in every 
particular. He has all knowledge. He 
knows the plans and purposes of God in 
all things concerning man, and He knows 
the limitations, the weakness and defi- 
clencies of men, just what force is needed 
and how to apply it in order to get the 
best resuits. He is patient in His deal- 
ings with the stupid and ignorant. He 
is skillful and persistent in his efforts. 
He is the only teacher qualified to deal 
with and solve correctly every. problem 
of life. Then, let men learn from Him. 

“But what do men need to learn from 
Him? First, the cause of present con- 
ditions. He reveals this clearly, and His 
revelation is true, for He was before all 
and knows all things. This cause He 
proclaims to be sin. Then if that be the 
cause, sin is more than a misfortune or 
even a calamity—it is ruin. From Him we 
learn that the effects and result of sin, 
if left alone. is destruction—eternal de- 
vastation and ruin, 

“Second, we need to learn from Him the 
remedy for present conditions. This He 
proclaims to be the gospel of Jesus Christ. 
There is not an ill nor a trduble to which 
humanity is heir but that this gospel will 
finally eradicate, and can, if applied. 
There is not a problem of life that arises 
in our complex civilization but that will 
be solved and forever settled if His 
teachings are followed. These lessons and 
many others we need to learn from Him. 

“But how. can we .learn these lessons? 
What is necessary on our part for — 
to teach us? 

“First, we must be teachable. This 
{implies a desire and willingness to learn. 

‘Second, we must have faith in Him. No 
one can learn from.a teacher unless he 
has faith in him, beHeves what he says 
and relies upon that. So one must have 
faith in Christ and trust Him to learn 
from Him: 

“Third, we must submit to His rule and 
authority, doing what He dirécts in the 
way prescribed, and refraining from what 
He forbids. 

“Finally, one. must study the lessons 
given, appropriating their principles to 
himself, and-apply them in the conduct 
of daily life. .Thus are men to learn of 
Wim, and to all such He will be their 
rest. their sanctification and redemption.”

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Dr. Bridewell's text at the morning ser- 
vice was taken from Romans vili-28: ‘And 


for good to them that love God, to them 
| who are the callel according to His pur- 
pose. ? 

“Some people,” said Dr. Bridewell, 
“though admitting that there is. good 
in life, health and prosperity, yet find 
it hard to see what good there is or can 
be in Sickness or sorrow or poverty; but 
the Apostle Paul took a wider view, be- 
Heving that all things ‘worked together 
for good. He appreciated the pleasures 
of life as much as any man, but he felt 
that there is a blessing in the trials and 
sorrows of life: also. Our, human nature 
is so easily absorbed. in the things of 
this present world that -we are easily led 
away into temptation and sin, and be- 
come indifferent to such blessings. How, 
then, are men to be raised,from such in- 
difference? How led to seek the salva- 
tiori of their own soul? How turned from 
the things Of time to the things of eter- 
nity? Some suppose this {fs to be ac- 
complished by what are called exhibitions 
of God's goodness and loye. But we have 


exhibitions of His goodness and love 
every day of our lives. His goodness, in- 


love, seems to make them hafder of heart 
than ever. The discipline, the awaken- 
ing, the pain of sorrow and trials are 
needed to break into our business and 
pleasures of daily life to take our desires 
from the things of this world, from the 
things seen and temporal, and fix them 
upon the things. of the other world, the 
things which are unseen and eternal; to 
make us realize our weakness and de- 
pendence upon some higher power. 
‘“‘Nothing can bring us quicker.to this 
realization than sudden and violent sick- 
ness in the midst of . pressing. duties. 
There are many Christians in the world 
today, I dare say many in this audience, 
who are ready to acknowledge, with deep 
humility and gratitude, tbat they. never 
had any serious thoughts of other things, 
or regarded Jesus Christ ag their Sa- 
vior, until he made them ‘pass through 
a trial; until, perhaps, stripped of every 
possessions, or racked «with pain upon 
a bed of affliction, or bereaved of* some 
loved. one they were made to pause and 
consider for themselyes. _Our precious 
Lord is asking us to believe that the 
gold may be separated from the dross, 
to believe that there is grain as well as 
straw. In this way our trials prove our 
richest blessings. What more gracious 
revelation, then, could God make to His 
children than that all the pains of this 
world, its sorrows and sufferings, every 
station and condition in which they are 
placed, every circumstance . from the 
beginning to the end of their lives, is 
working. for their good? But all men 
are not entitled, to this happy way of 
looking at this way of life. There are 
many men in whose cases everything 
that God gives them seems to turn out 
to their evil. rather than to their good; 
not in the trials which..beem t6 harden 
their hearts, but also the blessings which 
they receive and are ungrateful for and 
the lives He gives them and which they 


the more are their hearts harderied and 
the more do they want, hese things that 
might be blessings to them if rightly used 
become bitter ,curseg “indeed, If,” then, 
the encouragement of t fext is not given 
to all, who holds it? The‘answer is, ‘‘To 
them that love God and. them whio are 
they called. according to: His purpose.” 
They who love God,they who are ‘the call- 
ed according to his purpose are the same. 
The love of God sweetens the bitterest 
cup, lightens every heavy burden. If 
you, then, would have light in the dark 
places of life, strength for your, ways of 
weakness,’ and comfort in the time of 
trial, it jis love that. brings sure triumph 
out of every pain and woe that besets 
us. Therefore, when . great sorrows, 
trials and tribulations come to you see 
in them part of that divine plan which 
assures us eternal glory; see in them 
the channels. by which that plan shall 
be accomplished; see in. them all things 
working together to bring about your 
highest. good and happiness. So, then,
